Sen Ribicoff 
possesses more ex perience than moat 
people interested in highway safety . 
He is on shaky grou nd, howev er, when 
he makes it appear that au to manu fac­ 
tu rers are to blame for a significant por­

We can assu me that the most 
sacred du ty oi gov ei u ment is to 
gu arantee to those

prise it those rights winch are 
the inu ndation of a free society . 
F'reedom of worship, freedom of 
speech and the freedom to v ote 
one ’s choice in an no.iest elec­ 
tion are considered by most to 
be 
the bedrock 
u pon 
wmch 
this repu blic is bottomed. 
Two 
additional rights, how­ 
ev er, which are jUo. as bas.c 
and which are in dany conflict, 
are tirst, the right to be tree 
from gov ernmental oppress.on 
and, secondly , the right ot a 
citizen to gov ernmental protec­ 
tion trom the depredations of 
the lawless against his person 
and property . Ev ery reasonable 
precau tion mu st be taken in the 
interest of both ot these basic 
rights to assu re that neither is 
u ndu ly or u nfairly su bordinated. 
If this balance is not achiev ed, 
the innocent will su ffer and the 
citizens of this cou ntry will liv e 
the antithesis of freedom and 
liberty . 
IF A LATTER 
DAY

discomfitu re and rage of gov ­ 
ernm ent hierarchy , we hav e lost 
part of the heritage that the 
fou nders

If one of u s Is imprisoned on 
charges fostered by a gov ern­ 
mental official who finds it po­ 
litically ex pedient to remov e an 
Indiv idu al from a position in 
which he can criticize the gov ­ 
ernm ent. we hav e no different 
resu lt. 
The v ery thou gh, of su ch gov - 
erm ental interference cau ses a 
v isceral reaction of antagonism 
and ou trage—as well it shou ld, 
for this is ou r v ery heritage 
that is .being lu b v .iit..

rev u lsion from these 
acts 
is 
primarily cau sed by the fact 
that they are reactions by the 
gov ernment or, more properly , 
the acts of indiv idu als cloaked 
with gov ernmental power. These 
acts, in other words, make it

Bu t, how do most people re­ 
act when the same ty pe of dep­ 
redaron 
and 
depriv ation 
of 
rights is v isited u pon a citizen 
by a single thu g or a grou p of 
indiv idu al criminals acting in 
concert rather than by the gov ­ 
ernm ent? 


THE REACTION is one of in­ 
stant condemnation and almost 
immediate concern with other 
m atters. Why is it that this 
sam e depriv ation of rights can 
be accomplished by the criminal 
u nderworld, and 
the 
av erage 
person u pon hearing ev en the 
most gru esome facts has bu t a 
fleeting sense of 
anger? 
His 
anger is shortly followed by a 
sense of relief that he was not 
the v ictim. 
What makes this ev en more 
pu zzling is that, in a large m ea­ 
su re. it was 
a 
gov ernmental 
omission that permitted this act 
to take place against an inno­ 
cent v ictim Of cou rse, the gov ­ 
ernm ent can only u se the tools 
at its disposal in 
combatting 
crime. 
The real tragedy is that the 
Íights which su rrou nd the ae* 
u sed are so impenetrable that 
Ihe accu sed is often permitted 
to roam the streets and commit 
(fu rther crimes. 
Innocent 
per 


sons su ffer as a resu lt. The gov ­ 
ernment, instead of v igorou sly 
protecting the rights of its citi­ 
zens. thu s permits them to be 
trampled 
In one area of criminality , or­ 
ganized crime, the protectiv e 
rights su rrou nding the indiv id­ 
u al demonstrably and seriou sly 
handicap law enforcement. 
Since 
Joe 
Valachi 
pu blicly 
broke with his organziation. the 
Cosa Nostra, most people will 
concede the ex istence of that 
organization. It’s an organiza­ 
tion which is dedicated to crim­ 
inal condu ct, to killings, ex tor­ 
tions and robberies, in order 
that its members may liv e an 
afflu ent life on the work produ ct 
of law abiding citizens. 
The dismal part of the Vala­ 
chi rev elations is that the or­ 
ganization has ex isted and oper­ 
and in tlu s cou ntry for many 
y ears, and still is v ery mu ch 
aliv e. 


THE EXISTENCE of a secret 
criminal organization for su ch 
a long period of time can be 
ex plained either in term s of the 
inefficiency of law enforcement 
or that the indiv idu al rights of 
the members of this criminal 
conspiracy 
effectiv ely 
protect 
and perm it the continu ation of 
the organization. 
While this is admittedly an 
ov ersimplification, the glaring 
fact rem ains that despite all 
of the efforts of local 
police 
forces, the Federal Bu reau of 
Inv estigation, the Federal Bu r­ 
eau of Narcotics, the Internal 
Rev enu e Serv ice and the many 
other inv estigativ e agencies of 
the federal gov ernment, the or­ 
ganization continu es to operas. 
The continu ation of this crim ­ 
inal conspiracy 
is 
a 
forcefu l 
argu m ent thai law enforcement 
operating u nder present ru les, 
decisions and statu tes is u nable 
to eradicate the problem. 
The glib answer, that it is beL 
ter that a hu ndred go free rath­ 
er than that one innocent per­ 
son be conv icted, solv es noth­ 
ing. An eq u ally glib retort is 
that the freeing of a gu ilty per­ 
son can and has giv en the freed 
defendant 
the 
opportu nity 
to 
mu rder an innocent person. 
Wha is the resu lt0 Tne gov - 
erm ent, by freeing the gu ilty , 
has permitted the defendant not 
merely to imprison bu t take the 
life of an innocent person. The 
continu ed operation of this crim ­ 
inal sy ndicate is a tacit admis­ 
sion that the rights of the v ic­ 
tim s of that organization hav e 
been su bordinated to the rights 
of those accu sed of committing 
the crime. The v ery ex istence of 
the organization wou ld seem to 
prov e that mu ch. 


BUT MUCH can be done to 
restore the balance of rights so 
that officers of the law will be 
in a position 
to 
fu lfill 
their 
prime du ty —protection of the 
innocent. One is for Congress to 
enact statu tes recently proposed 
by the Departm ent of Ju stice 
that will enable the prosecu tor 
to giv e immu nity from prosecu ­ 
tion to those who giv e ev idence 
ol a crime. Refu sal to testify 
after 
being 
giv en 
immu nity 
cou ld resu lt in a prison term. 
It’s 
o nl y 
with 
immu nity 
statu tes that the u nderlings of 
the Cosa Nostra can be com­ 
pelled to testify concerning this 
criminal condu ct of the higher- 
u ps in the sy ndicate. Now su ch 
indiv idu als inv oke their right not 
to 
t e s t i f y u nder the Fifth 
Amendment—which they hav e 
a 
right to do. 
Bu t once giv ­ 
en immunity fro m pro secutio n, 


those Fifth Amendment rights 
cannot be u sed as a basis for 
not testify ing. 
ONLY WITH this additional 
legislation 
can 
law 
enforce­ 
ment hav e any real 
hope of 
breaking the solid code of si­ 
lence which cloaks criminal con­ 
du ct of the most 
bru tal 
and 
sadistic 
natu re. 
Su rely 
gov ­ 
ernm ent mu st take this minimal 
step to protect fu tu re Innocent 
v ictims of criminal greed. Only 
with additional legislation can 
this bligh: on ou r democracy 
be eliminated. 
Ju dge 
Learned 
Hand 
once 
said, “The protection of the in­ 
div idu al from 
oppression 
and 
abu se by the police and other 
enforcing officers is indeed 
a 
m ajor interest in a free society ; 
bu t so is the effectiv e prosecu ­ 
tion of crime, an interest which 
at times seems to be forgotten."

May be the lou d noises do dis­ 
tu rb the “conv enience" of the 
listeners, bu t. if this is to be­ 
come a m atter of federal con­ 
trol hereafter, tn re are ol .or 
kinds of noises and other kinds 
of “comm ercials" which per­ 
haps shou ldn't be ov erlooked 
There are persons, 
for 
in­ 
stance — some of them ad 
v anced in y ears — who don t 
like to listen to jazz or "rock n 
roll" and wou ld preier m o r e 
sy mphonies or the melodies of 
composers like Victor Herbert. 
Th e re 's a ‘ civil n in 
w. cn 
any citizen still can ex ercise 
when 
the mu sic is too lou d, 
whether in the commercials or 
elsewhere in the programs -*• 
right to tu rn off the radio or 
telev ision and listen to phono 
graph records 
The real trou ble is not with 
the lou d commercials on tele­ 
v ision or radio bu t with t h e 
free commercials. This is an in­ 
conv enience that the F'ederal 
Commu nications 
Commission 
has been relu ctant to deal #with 
effectiv ely , for this concerns the 
delicate 
domain of 
politics. 
Thu s, scarcely a week goes by 
that the President doesn't "pre­ 
em pt" time on the nationwide 
networks or telev ision and radio 
to make statem ents or talks that 
hav e political ov ertones. 
THESE OVERTONES 
m a y 
not alway s be lou d enou gh to 
be 
heard 
or 
u nderstood bu t 
plenty of sophisticated listeners 
today 
can 
immediately rec­ 
ognize the political significance. 
It's tru e that the newspapers 
often print in fu ll or condense 
what the President say s, bu t 
they do this on a news basis— 
they do not hesitate at times to 
omit the palav er that is plainly 
poitiical. Again, the indiv idu al 
can pass u p the newspaper ac­ 
cou nt of a speech or tu rn off the 
radio or telev ision bu t the fact 
rem ains that the President 
is 
giv en 
almost 
u nlimited 
op­ 
portu nity to broadcast his polit­ 
ical 
commercials, 
withou t 
a 
cent being paid for the priv ilege 
by any political party . 
Many mem bers ot Congress 
freq u ently are permitted to go 
on the air to boast abou t their 
party 's achiev ements and, gen­ 
erally speaking, there is an at­ 
tempt by the broadcasting sta­ 
tions to giv e the minority a 
v oice. The law specifies that 
eq u al time mu st be granted-to 
all legally q u alified candidates 
for a pu blic office du ring a po­ 
litical campaign. Bu t shou ld any 
political leader, inclu ding t h e 
President either du u ng a cam ­ 
paign or between campaigns, be 
giv en the telev ision and radio 
facilities ot the nation for his 
“ com m ercials" withou t similar 
time being made av ailable for 
prominent personalities on the 
other side? The two minority 
leaders ot Congress often hold 
press conferences, bu t these sel­ 
dom are on nationwide telev i­ 
sion and radio networks.

the case with newspapers and 
periodicals. 
Strictly speaking, radio 
and 
telev ision are part ot the press, 
and the Constitu tion prohibits 
Congress irom making any law 
abridging the "freedom of the 
press" to pu blish or broadcast 
what it pleases. 
Unfortu nately , some decisions 
of the Su preme Cou rt of t h e 
United States hav e not adhered 
to this principle and hav e in­ 
terpreted 
the

or telev ision stations as a right 
v irtu ally to censor what is said 
Thou gh the word “ censorship" 
is disav owed, of cou rse a sta­ 
tion that doesn’t obey can lose 
its license.

Now the div ided Repu blicans 
are hardly am opposition to 
him. Ev en their criticisms are 
barely au dible 
When they do take after him 
occasionally , a- on his handling 
of the Vietnamese war, It’s not 
becau se of 
\m erican inv olv e­ 
ment bu t becau se they want 
him to bomb harder. 
This is a lot different from 
President 
Harry 
S 
Tru man's 
ex perience w.th the Korean war 
when, shortly alter the United 
States got into it in 1950. Repu b­ 
licans opened u p on him and 
kept on going 
Since his 1964 election John­ 
son has carefu lly done nothing 
to bristle Democrats or Repu bli­ 
cans. In fact, ex cept fo r a minor 
thru st ce i a while, Jhsetati 
cans In fact, ex cept for a minor 
thru st once in a while. Johnson 
has oeen almost benev olent to­ 
ward Repu blicans, 
He pu lls the strings on this 
Congress, letting nothing inter, 
fere with his determination to 
shov e throu gh what he wants. 
The resu lt: Congress is ru nning 
u p one of its most impressiv e 
records. 
With Roosev elt it was differ­ 
ent After his great win in 1936, 
he wrecked any chance for a 
stu nning performance with his 
Democratic-ru n 
Congress 
by 
opening war on the Su preme 
Cou rt. 
That highly conserv ativ e cou rt 
had been throwing ou t one im­ 
portant New Deal program aft­ 
er another. And on Feb. 7, 1937, 
less than three weeks after the 
new Congress took ov er, Roose­ 
v elt opened fire. 
He sent a bill to the Capitol 
proposing drastic cou rt reform, 
the 
so-called “ cou rt-packing" 
plan. 
He 
instantly 
ran 
into 
fierce dissent in all directions, 
inclu ding Democrats. 
That 1937 Congress — u nlike 
tins one where Johnson keeps 
the machinery oiled for speed 
and performance — got tangled 
u p for months ov er Roosev elt's 
proposal and then, in Ju ly , re­ 
jected it. 
While Roosev elt lost this bat­ 
tle, he didn't lose the war.

We 
are military participants and 
will become so in fuller m eas­ 
ure. 
Now we must supply more 
than cash. Now we must pro­ 
vide both backbone and muscle 
if we propose to continue here. 
And it would help the situation 
if we were to realize this fully 
ourselves. 
It is easier to be an authority 
on the war in Viet Nam if you 
have never been here, or if you 
have been here 50 hours, than if 
you have been here 50 days or. 
probably. 50 months. It is easier 
to have hard and clear view? as 
to how it can be settled 
The longer you stay here the 
more difficult it is to be sure 
you understand what really is 
going on, or whether any solu­ 
tion offered is the right and sat­ 
isfactory one. 
Here are a few of the con­ 
fusing things you run into in this 
most bewildering of wars: 
The land is lovely, but it is 
studded with millions of hidden 
bamboo and steel spike traps 
that 
will rip an unwary foot 
through the bone.

whole, friendly to the American 
outsider. But a cousin of the 
smiling little boy you pat on the 
head this morning may blow up 
your billet tonight.
